MISSIONS  AND  ANTHROPOLOGY 


WELL-TRAINED  MISSIONARIES,  OUR  AIM 
Zulu,  an  African  national  pastor,  was  planning  to  be  married  to  one  of  the  Christian 
native  girls  and  made  arrangements  to  pay  tne  "bride  price"  to  the  briae  s  lamily.  Zulu 
did  this  because  it  was  native  custom  that  the  bride's  family  be  remunerated  because  they 
were  losing  an  economic  asset.  Custom  said  this  "bride  price"  had  to  be  paid  before  a  mar- 
riage could  be  stabilized,  before  the  bride  could  receive  status  and  prestige,  and  before  her 
children  could  be  legally  her  own.  But  a  foreign  missionary,  ignorant  of  native  custom  and 
thinking  this  meant  purchasing  a  wife  like  a  slave,  compelled  Zulu  to  be  married  without 
payment  of  the  bride  price.  To  avoid  unnecessary  entanglement  with  native  law  and  pun- 
ishment by  the  missionary,  Pastor  Zulu  secretly  paid  the  bride  price  to  his  wife's  family. 

Zulu's  experience  is  but  one  unfortunate  example  of  complications  that  could  be  avoid- 
ed by  better-trained  missionaries.  Well-trained  missionaries  are  what  the  Missions  and  An- 
thropology classes  help  to  produce.  Mr.  Stipe's  anthropology  courses  are  designed  to  give 
an  understanding  of  and  appreciation  for  non-Western  cultures.  History  of  missions,  in- 
digenous church  principles,  and  essential  skills  are  also  taught  to  give  mission  students  a 
complete  and  practical  preparation  for  missionary  service.

workers.  This  year  nine  students  served  as  choir 
directors,  and  fourteen  worked  as  junior  church 
leaders.  Twenty-three  students  directed  children 
and  youth  groups,  and  eight  young  men  filled 
the  office  of  assistant  pastors.  As  God's  people 
"forsake  not  the  assembling  of  themselves  to- 
gether," these  young  people  continue  to  have 
opportunity  to  minister  in  these  capacities.

Traveling  some  12,000  miles,  five  gospel 
teams  participated  in  church  services,  youth 
rallies,  and  week-end  camps  in  Indiana  and 
neighboring  states.  This  ministry  was  rendered
